|RIEL'S REBELLION. 


France Alleged to be the In- 
stigator of It. 


— 


AN INTERVIEW WITH THE REBEL CHIEF |™ 


“| He Claims to be a Citizen of the United 


Associated Press Dispatches to The Times. | 
Lonpon, May 26.—The Press Associa- 
tion publishes the following, which it says. 
was obtained from reliable sources: 
Early in January Alfred Aylward, notori- 
ous in connection with the Boer rebellion, 
arrived in London from New York. He 
was extremely reticent in "regard to the 
object of his visit, but on one occasion 
he told his friends, at a social gathering 
at his lodgings in  Piccadily, that 
before long he would again prove a sharp 
thorn in the side of the British govern- 
ment. He went to Paris and remained 
there a fortnight, staying at the American 
Hotel, Rue Danour, and describing him- 
self as asurgeon and dentist. He care- 


fully avoided the English and Irish 
haunts, ignoring the Feniari leaders. Our 
informant e that Alward’s visit was 
connected w Riel’s rebellion and the 
French population of Oanada for 
separation from Great Britain. 
This France encourages indirectly, by 
organized emigration and intrigue, far 
more than the English or loyal Cana- 
dians realize. Riel’s affair was simply an 
experiment designed to accastom the 
French Canadians to feel and thinkas a 


Aylward sailed for New York, via Havre, 
giving his address to a London friend as 
Jackson street, St. Paul, Minn. After 
his arrival at St. Paul many offi- 
cers of the Irish Republican Brotherhood 
went westward, including Capt. Thomas 
8. Mullen, who in the years 1865 and 1866 ' 
was regarded as Oaptsain McCafferty’s 
right-hand man, and Sergeant Crosby, 
formerly of the Seventeenth United States 
Infantry. They traversed Dakota at the 
head of thirty-six armed men, with three 
mule-teams and tiiirty days’ rations. 
Mullen jmade no secret of his destina- 
tion or intentions. _Aylward’s directing 
hand was plainly seen-in: the fighting at 
Batouche. Aylward went to Africa in 
1868 because his. life was endangered by 
the unjust suspicions of the assassination 
committee of the Irish Republican Broth- 
erhood. In October, 1883, Aylward vol- 
untarily presented himself before a com- 
mittee of Rossa’s immediate supporters 
and justified himself against the charges 
of unfaithfulness. 
AN INTERVIEW WITH RIEL, 

WinnireG, May 26.—Rev. Mr. Pitblado, 
who was on board the steamer Northcote 
with Riel after the latter’s capture, gives 
an interview with the rebel leader, which 
is in substance as follows: Riel is de- 
scribed as cunning and intelligent. He 
did not know whatthe authorities would 
do with him. He was forced to fight, he 
said, by the police and Hudson Bay 
officers, who tyrannized over the half- ° 
breeds and abused their power. Speaking 
of the battle of Batouche, Riel said he 
had 500 ‘men engaged, of whom 
eight were killed and two wounded. Dar- 
ing the fight he was present among so 
men in the pits. He spoke of the priests 
as opposed to any attempt on the part of 
the half-breeds to get their wrongs 


cal and interested solely in their own wel- 
fare. They turned their own peopie against 
‘them because they assumed civil func- 
tions, and the Protestants by opposing 
them. The priests were against - him 
(Riel) not because rebelled, but because 
he did not succeed in helping them. 
The people forced him to fight and 


when the scouts captured him. On the 
subject of his religious view, Reil was 
very communicative, He declared his 
opposition to the Church of Rome, and 
said its priests had too much to do with 
civil affairs. A council at Batouche, he 
said, adopted a religious creed of distinct 
doctrines which they wished to teach the 
people. We believe in a form of church 
government, he said.” We prefer the 
piscopal. We would like to see a head 
bishop for the Dominion or far 
the New World ould be 
independoat ef Rome. ‘We don’t think 
the affairs of the church c be rightly 
This country 
will never be free until Ahe shakes off 
Rome. When asked whf he rebelled in 
order to-have the claims of the half-breeds 
granted, he said: ‘‘We did not rebel. 
This matter is not rebellion.’’ He re- 
ferred to the treaty between the govern- 
ment and the half-breeds of Manitoba, 
and said that as no. treaty had been 
made with them they had never trans- 
ferred their rights. They simply de- 
fended themselves. They deserved to 
have an equitable arrangement made for 
their interests. When asked what would 
be his answer if charged with treason, | 
Riel said that as he was a citizen of the | 
United States he could not be a traitor to 
Canada. He said he went tg the United 
States at the solicitation of Arch- 
bishop ‘Tache. He returned and 


was 


to the States to which he was banished for 
five years. How much money did the 
Catiadian government give you? he was 
asked. It gave me £800, he answered, and 
my wife two hundred. In addition to 
the above-named defense, if charged 
with treason Riel said he should 
rely upon his loyalty while a subject of 
the English Government. He concluded 
by saying: ‘‘I have been true to the half- 
breeds.

Opium Treaty Between England 
3 and China. 

New Yorn, May 26.—The new opium 
treaty between England and China is not 
concluded, as stated yesterday, but is al- 
most settled. This new convention as- 
sumes the form of an additional article to 
the Chefoo treaty, and abolishes all bar- 
riers heretofore existing against the free 
diffusion of opium throughout the Chi- 
nese Empire on land. The treaty also 
settles the uniform rate at a lekin of 60 
taels per chest and maintains the existing 
custom duty of 30 taels.° This will allow 
opium to pass freely throughout “China.

GEN. SHERIDAN. 


Effeets from His Accident. 
It appears that the intimate friends 
of General Sheridan greatly fear that 


the ill effects of his accident in this city 


will be permanent. ‘‘The accident to 


is a very serious matter,’ writes Mr. 
Hudeon, editor of the- Army and Navy 
Register. ‘“There has been for a year 
an undercurrent of fear in the 
minds of his friends that the Lieuten- 

ant-General was in danger of becoming 
a serious sufferer from weakness of 
his © ve organs. He is u man of: 
intense and emotional nature, whose 
vitality is drawn upon more rapidly than 
most men’s. He is still a‘young man, 
but lately turned fifty, with ten fuil 
years of command of the army before 
him should he survive. A few weeks 
ago he was talking sbout the arrange- 
ments for Grant’s funeral, and now he 
is hurrying home from the Pacific Coast 
with his own health seriously threat- 
ened. If his digestion is interrupted, it 
would seem as if the best course for 
him would be to remain quiet on the 
Pacific Coast for a while. A _ railroad 
trip across the Continent, after a severe 
accident such as he has evidently suf- 
fered by being thrown from his carriage, 
is enough to kill him. Sheridan has 
chafed a great deal lately under the lim- 
itations of his authority. The law 
which makes the Secretary of War the 
administrator of the military service, 
and gives that official complete cuntrol 
of the expenditures for the army, is to 
him a constant source of irritation. 
Every military commander wants the 
chance to spend money on the posts in 
his command. The OCommander-in- 
Chief can never get used to anything 
less than absolute autherity. I chould 
not have been surprised if some new 
definitions of the Lieutenant-General’s 
authority had been forced out of the 
genial Secretary of War. Now, how- 
ever, the only question is as to General 
Sheridan’s health.”’

A New York temperance society 
which has taken to collecting statistics 
reports that last year there were nine- 
teen Congressional nominating conven- 
tions in that city held in saloons. Out 
of a total of 1,002 political meetings held 
during the Presidential campaign, 683 
were held in saloons and many others 
next door to saloons. All parties, includ- 
ing the Republicans and three factions 
of Democrats, indulge in this repre- 
hensible practice, showing that whisky 
and New York politics are as naturally 
allied as ducks and water. Meanwhile, 
in Philadelphia, the second largest city 
of the country, the statistics show that 
there is a saloon for about every. 30 
voters, and in one ward a saloon for 
every 744 voters. New York and Phil- 
adelphia are two of the thirstiest cities 
in the world.

SELF-MUKDER.

AT HIS HOME ON JEFFERSON STREET 


A Lite of Crime, Drunkenness and Domestic 
Woes Ended—Fall Particulars 
of the Suicide. 


A mile out on Jefferson atyeet west of 
Figueroa, a little road runs down 
through the stubbie-fields to a\little 
cluster of buildings about 600 yards 
away. Here for 14 years have lived 
Daniel Newman and his decidedly 
heavier half. They were married 15 
years ago at Gilroy, and came down here 
after a short residence at San José. 
They homesteaded a piece of 50 acres 
in the above spot, built a large, low 
adobe, and went to farming. Both 
were industrious; but there was a fatal 
flaw in their happiness. Newman was a 
hard drinker, and very vicious when in 
liquor. Mrs. Newman also drank, 
though not excessively. The man was 
five feet five inches in height and 
weighed about 130. The woman is five 
feet seven, and kicks the beam at 
about 250. They have one child of 
about fourteen years. Twelve years 
ago, Newman hired a Scotchman to dig 
a well; got drunk and in a resultant 
quarrel 
SHOT THE SCOTCHMAN DEAD. _ 

For this crime Newman was sent to San 


Quentin, we believe for life; but was 


pardoned out in a couple of years or 
thereabouts. Returning home, things 
went no better. The mountainous New- 
maness, a perfect virago, led-him a 
merry dance; and he gave her abundant 
cause by his dranken misconduct. 
Their home has becn known to the 
neighbors for years as a place of brawls 
and unhappiness. About a year ago 
Newman thought he couldn’t stand the 
domestic temperature any longer, so he 
got lumber—not yet paid for—and built 
a rough-boarded cottage 100 feet west of 
the adobe. This shanty has a door at 


one at the south; and two windows ‘on 
the east side. The interior of the 
house is divided by a _ parti- 
tion, the south half being used 
by Newman as a bedroom. Here he 
took up his quarters all alone, the old 
lady-and the girl, with two boys cm- 
ployed as herders, occupying the adobe. 
The wiie has uever entered the cuitage 


{unless she did so yesterday, and New- 


man was not encouraged to visit the 
adobe. He has frequently declared 
that his wife half-starved him, She 
claims that he was in the habit of 
promenading with a revolver in his 
hand, threatening to kill her and the 
girl. Neighbors say she often slept 
away from home for fear of him. 

SELF MURDER. 

It appears that this wretched exist- 
ence preyed on the old man’s mind, 
(he was about sixty years of age), until 
he became unbalanced. It cannot be 
learned, however, that he has ever 
threatened suicide. About 5 o’clock 
yesterday morning, as Mrs. Newman 
was sitting in her rocking chair and the 
herders were washing at the trough, 
they were startled by three successive 
shots inside Newman’s cottage. They 
ran to the house of Henry A. Elliott, 
their nearest neighbor, living on Jeffer- 
gon street, about 800 yards away, and 
told him that Newman had shot himself. 
This was at 5:15 a.m. Mr. Elliott 
hurried tothe spot. Finding the south 
door—that opening into Newman’s bed- 
room—unlocked, he pushed it ajar and 
stepped in. Newman was lying 
with coat off and shoes. on, 
upon the bed in the northeast corner of 
the room. In his right hand he héld a 
.44-caliber double- action revolver, 
aimed directly at the door, and with his 
finger on the trigger. His eyes were 
shut and blood and brains were issuing 
from his nostrils and from two ghastly 
holegin the skull. Two bullet-holes, 
close together, were found in the south- 
east corner of the room and another in 
the east side of the room. It would 
seem that Newman lay down upon the 
bed, fired the two shots into the corner 
as a test of the revolver or of his nerve,

Dr. Lasher was summoned, and got 
to the spot at 7 o’clock (Newnan’s house 
is four miles from the courthouse). He 
found the suicide lying in the same pos- 
ition, still tightly grasping the revolver. 
It required considerable force to loosen 
his grip on it. This absence of paraly- 
sis is unusual where there has been 
such extensive violenve done the brain. 
Newman. was unconscious—indeed, he 
never spoke, groaned nor gave other 
sign of consciousness from the time 
when first found up to his death. The 
doctor removed his pocket-book to show 
that it was empty; and when it was re- 
turned, Newman automatically pulled 
it out. again. The heavy ball 
had entered the right temple just at 
the end of the eyebrow. and came out 
at a point three inches above the left 
eyebrow, and an ineh to the left of the 
middie of the forehead. The point of 
exit was four and one-half inches from 
the point of entry. Both holes were 
irregular and ragged, at least an inch 
ip diameter, and the surrounding bone 
was terribly splintered. The revolver 
had but one-of its five loads remaining, 
but the witnesses were all positive that 
only three shots were fired. They claim 
that the fatal ball, after going through 
Newman’s head, rebounded from one 
wall and went through the 
other, making the hole mentioned 
above. It seems more reasonable, how- 
ever, that a fourth shot was fired. New- 
man lived until 12:55, when the gurg— 
ling in his throat ceased with his breath. 
In answer toa telephone cali, Deputy 
Coroner Whigham brought the body, 
the revoiver and the papers of the de- 
ceased to Albert Brown’s morgue, where 
an inquest will be held by Coroner Mc- 
Farland at 11 a, m. to-day. 

A Times reporter visited the Newman 
place yesterday evening. Mrs. New- 
man, who isa holy terror to the whole 
surrounding country, was at home, but 
not cordial. Her jaw was in a sling, 
but far from disabled. She refused to 
give much information, save that her 
husband shot himself in the morning, 
and that the reporter had better emi- 
grate or he’d be late in getting to town. 
She is a character to craze Dickens 
with delight. After the reporter had 
got three-qurrters of a mile away, her 
voice still lived on the breeze.
